THE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 

The elements of a financial crisis which threat- 
ened the country during the months of October, 
November, and December, have so far passed 
away that we may assume that the disaster has 
been avoided. Nevertheless, we shopld remem- 
ber how close we were to such a calamity. We 
should also remember that the same causes will 
at any time produce the same results. The 
danger from which we have just escaped will 
have seme pompensation if it shall direct public 
attention te the events which produeed it, and 
serve as a warning to avoid falling into the same 

What this threatened disaster has taught us, if 
we pre wise enough to accept its lessons, is, that 
we must bald no more railroads in the wilder- 
ness, under the deiusiye idea of creating popu- 
lation and production in sdvapas of nat- 
ural leaves; that we must engage in 20 
more land speculations, burying money in 


nninhabited prairies that give no return; 


that we must invest no more of that qr- 
culating capital which keeps the wheels of in- 
dustry in motion in many of the. hundred enter- 
prises #9 largely entered into of late, which do 
not yield an immediate retyrn, at lexst syficient 
to pay the ordinary rate of interest. During 


the last five years, money has been invested 


in the United States and Europe in not less than 
25,066 miles of railways which do not earn more 
than the operating expenses, and yield no in-

This an- 
‘gual tax of one hundred millions of dollars in 
excess of what the Governmént needs, if left 
with the people, in the hands of the farm- 
ers, manufacturers, and other producers, to 
pay wages, increase improvements, enlarge 


the surplus products, to be converted into aeou- . 


mulated capital, to be again employed in the 
same way, could be turned over and over from 
hand to hand, and forever kept active and pro- 
ductive. But the confiscation of that sum is an 
unnecessary drain upon the active means of the 
people. The money they acouniulate over their 
actual needs is swept away from them, and they 
are kept forever at the pinching point. They 
can neither improve their farms, purchase stock 
enlarge their products; whatever they acoumu- 
late for such purposes is gobble dup by Mr. 
Boutwell, to be used by him in paying a debt 
that is not due, in onder to realize a visionary 
idea for the benefit of posterity. . 

‘The cruelty of this policy, and its disastrous 
effects, have been experienced during the recent 
pinch; and financial wisdom, if not actual jus- 
tice, demands that this excessive taxation shall 
be reduced. A reduction of the taxes on im- 
ports to one-half the existing rates would leave 
the country witha revenue equal to all its needs, 
and, with the increase of business, production, 
and population, would furnish a surplus annual- 
ly fully equal to any useful reduction of the 
public debt. 

HOW RAILROADS MAY BE BUILT. 

A Washington corpespondent of the Cincin- 
nati Commercial has been able to reveal same 
of the mysteries of the origin and progress of 
the celebrated Credit Mobilier with the aid of 
papers in a chancery suit, which was brought in 
the United States District Court for the First 
District of Wyoming. The story lias an addi- 
tional interest at this time, as the Congressional 
investigation into the alleged bribery cases con- 
cerning this notable corporation is just begin- 
ning. The suit was brought in 1870, by one 
James W. Davis, to recover monty claimed to be 
due him for work done on the Union Pacific 
Railroad, in which the defendants were Oliver 
Ames, John Duff, J. M. S. Williams and Benjamin 
E. Bates, of Boston; Sydney Dillon, Cornelius 
8. Bushnell, and Thomas C. Durant, of New 
York, and Henry 8. M’Comb, of Delaware, all Di- 
rectors of the Union Pacific Railroad. In making 
out his case, Mr. Davis found it necessary to ex- 
pose what he called the “cunningly conceived 
and unscrupuiously-executed devices” by which 
these Directors, Trustees, and agents appropri- 
ated the property of the Union Pacific Railroad 
to their own use. The process, as Davis de- 
ecribes it, was in substance as follows: ! 

On the 15th day of October, 1867, about 450 
miles of the road had been completéd out of a. 
total of 920 miles. At that date, Oliver 
the President of the Union Pacific, made a cot 
tract for the Company with his brother, Oakes 
Ames, by which the latter agreed to construct 
the whole line of the road, assuming such con- 
tracts as the Company had already made. Oakes 
Ames to receive pay at rates varying from 
$50,000 to $96,000 per mile, as the work was a- 
cepted by the United States ; or, in lieu of money, 
first mortgage bonds of the road at 92 cents, Gov- 
ernment bonds, and other securities. But, accord- 
ing to Mr. Davis, Oakes Ames, befare he obtained 
this contract, had given a bond to Oliver Ames, 
Durant, M'Comb, and the others who have been 
named, by which he had bound himself to trans 
fer his contract with the Union Pacific to these

THE FIFTH AVENVE CALAMITY. 

‘The calamity at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, in- 
volving a frightful loss of life, sends its warning 
to a most important interest, of very wide appli- 
cation, but nowhere more timely than in Chicago. 
In our new era of great hotels approaching com- 
pletion, it should be heeded, and bring its results 
in increased care in construction to guard against 
the peril of fire. It has been the boast of the 
great hotels of the metropolis,—filled at all 
times, from top to bottom, with gueste,—that 
such was the incessant watchfulness at all 
points, no fire, however dangerous 
‘ite outbreak, could gain headway. And 
it would seem as if this should be 80. At 
all eveate, it ia singular that the exception 
should be the Fifth Avenue Hotel, which has so 
long stood in the front rank of American hotels, 
and the model even among the best foreign 
examples. Yet a fire starts in the basement, 
and eats ite way unopposed to the very top of 
ing victims, the victims of human carelessness, 
‘which imperilled more lives than theirs. There 
is mo reason, except niggardiimess, why 
every large hotel should not be watched 
throughout all hours of the night, and 
in a manner which would enforce faithfulness in 
the night guard by methods long familiar in 
great mau acturing establishments, The 
tragedy at the Fifth Avenue is a stain upon its 
management, fo. ey, of all other hotel-keepers 
in the country, Lave been paid to include safety 
among the features assured by their well-ap- 
pointed and prosperous house, which for four- 
teen years has been the Mecca of first-class 
travel, the envy of all landlords, and a mine of 
gold to ite hosts. From this sad calamity, the 
warning should penetrate the entire hotel inter- 
est everywhere, that ceaseless vigilance ia the 
price of safety, and that neglect is criminal

where such an appalling sequel may follow it. 


Sed as is this calamity, however, those most 
familiar with all the circumstances must find 
their horror mingled with gratitude that it was 
no worse. The Fifth Avenue structure, com- 


modelled at great expense into a hotel, which 
has stood in the front rank of popularity and 
success ever since. But its intricate flights of 
stairs, wooden elevator shafts, and garrow 
areas have always held it in peril of destruction 
from the intensely-heated laundry and drying 
3 beneath, while ite dark and tortu- 
ous corridors have always brought unpleasant 
suggestions as to the possible event should the 
fire, thus invited, produce a panic among the 
inmates on the upper floors, Sad as is the 
fate of the poor housemaffs burned, out of the 
reach of rescue, in their garret, there is reason 
for thankfulness that the holocaust did not in- 
elude, with the entire destruction of the edifice, 
a death-roll among guests as well as servants, 
that would have sent grief and mourning 
throughout the country. 

The proprietors of the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
owe it to the public, since restitution is impos- 
sible, to make the recurrence of such a calamity 
impossible. The elevators should be made fire- 
proof shafts, stair-cases of incombustible 


floor in the building, and every modern 
safeguard should be set about the extra-baz- 
ardous departments of the hotel laundry and 
kitchen, When the Fifth Avenue again offers 
its accommodations to the travelling community, 
i¢ should be safe as well as luxurious, And the 
new hotels of Chicago should take the lesson to 
heart. One of our capitalists is carrying the 
question to the extreme of a perfectly fire-proof 
house. Let all the others imitate him at least 
in ali essential points, or the list of hotel 
horrors will have fresh illustrations in our own 
city at no distant day..

of expression. He was the great exponent of 
the romantic school as opposed to the natural, 
and carried its theories to such an excess that he 
often became stilted and conventional. His whis- 
per, his stage-walk, his attitudes, and especially 
his rant, became notorious, and they were copied 
far and wide by lesser actors. In this manner 
he became, to a certain degree, the representa- 
tive of 4 new school of acting, whose influences, 
in some respects, have been very vicious, as 
might naturally be inferred. What in him was 
tolerable, when joined to his really great 
qualities, became in lesser men simply ridiculous 
or painful. In characters of a subjective or 
metaphysical class, like Hamlet,“ for instance, 
lief that he was the greatest ‘‘ Hamlet” on the 
stage, and defended his belief with unusual 
courage and considerable ingenuity.
